azzinl on the Commune, and ita alms and its
proceediogs. From this paper (which was writ-
ten before the fall of the Communlsis) we make
the !ollowlnr extracts: —

We republicans of the sent day have too
much of the rebel and too little of tne apostle
amongst us. The banner of insurreetion fasci-
nates us,wheresoever or for whatsoever reason it
floats. We have endured so much from the de
Jaclo governments that every prelest against
an existbg power assumes In our eyes the
appearance of & sacred] manifestation of
liberty—an assertion of the right to ad-
vance, against the Immobility to which we
bave been for so mavy centuries condemned.
Every daring affirmation fiods an echo in the
heartsjof our youth; not becanse upon mature ex-
amination it ja found to have enunciated a por-
tion of truth kitherto unknown, but simply be-
cauge it is daring. Every spark of exceptional
courage dieplayed In support of euch daring
aflirmatien transforms the actor intoa hero ln
our eyes. It is by snch passionate adoracion
and brief but fruitess enthusinsm thet in-
dividuality avenges ltself for its long
subjection to ‘brute force. Just as—about a
third of a ceutary since—the youth of that day
rebelled against the pedauntic rules of art, long
enforced in the name of Greek and Roman
models, and gave themeelves up to a blind wor-
ghip of the emply and immoral formula of art
for art's eake, denying the sole true formula —
art for the sake of human progress—our camp
is threatened at the present day by the formula
of action for action’s sake, b . .

To prophesy the ealvation of France through
the Pariglan Commune, becanse it has ralsed
the flag of insurrection against an vnworthy
Aseembly, without regard to the sole point of
real import—ihe Insurrectionary programme —
will not impede Its fall. If it do not sink, as it
seems probable, im battle, it will fall through
the anarchy inevitably resnlting from that pre-
gramme, and facl luungm the return of
monarchy, which fools lieve to be a
pledge of order, while in fact It Is,
wherever it is incapable of identifying
itself with the progressive destiny of the
nation, simply a pledge of fature revolutious.
In the meantime, however, the fall of the Parle
Commune, which g, in reality, merely the ne-
ceseary consequence of an abuormal incident in
the development of the republican enterprise,
will be, to the many who have regarded it as an
initiatory fact, a fresh cause of fatal discourage-
ment among the peoples, of hesitation and d
trust among lukewarm Liberals of the Parlia-
mentary Left, and a new weapon furnished to
the adversaries of the republican doctrine, who
will argue:—'‘This also was a republican move-
ment, and [te overthrow Is a new Llrocf of the
impotence of the principla.” sl w1y

f on the uprising of Paris in the name not of
a great European or national prineiple, bat of
her own loeal rights, our party had only remem-
bered that a slmilar uprising, holy and oppor-
tune sgainet a foreign foe, would have secured
for them all that they now demand, but that
such Insurrection is neither holy nor opportune
while that foreign foe holds the helzhts of
Paris, and watches with scornful smiles French-
men elaughtering each other while they iguore

A GREAT CALAMITY AVERTED,

How the Man svho was Gol to Set the
Pacific Oceam on Fire w“-ponl of.
SBome time ago a mau named Gregory Snm-

merfield was murdered by bel nshed from

the platform of & ear on the Un ific Rall-
at Cape Horn, and fa down a thousand

feet on to roslka below, Summerfield was a

man of extraordinary lterary and scleuntific at-

talnments, and was uhu'i: known before his
death as ‘'the man with secret.” The only
person on the plaiform with him when he was
thrust down the preeiplce was Leonldas Parker,

a Bacramento lawyer of talent and exocelient re-

putation, He wos twice tried for the murder,

and each time mysteriously aequitted. Re-

, cently Le died, but Jeft behind him an explana-

tion of the whole transaction. A short time be-
fore Bummerfield’s death he eame into Parker's
office, that being hie first appearance In 8an
Franciseo for a number of years, and told him
that he bad fathomed the mighty secret of
making water burn by means of a preparation
of potsssium, which would separate the parti-
cles and ignite the liberated oxygen, thus ereat-
ing and recreating lts own force, and proceeding
until all the particles were destroyed.

Possesred of this terrible power, he demanded
#1,000,000 to be ralsed In SBan Franclsco, or he
would set the Pacific Ocean on fire, and let the
world take the comsequences. Parker thought
bimself dealing with a luoatic, and treated the
matter disdainfully, but offéred to try one of his
potassium pills in & wash-bowl of water, which
skipped and hissed ‘around as it always does,
and scemed about fo explre, when a sharp ex-
rlm[on took place, and, to his surprise, the
iquid blazed in lurid flames to the ceiling until
evar{ drop was consnmed. Deeming this worth
considering, he im;'aarud the disecovery, with
Summerfield’s condition, to a leading banker, a
bishop, & chemist, two Btate university profes-
sors, & physician, a judge, and two Protestaut
divines, who, with bhimself, witnessed the ex-
periment on & grand seale In & mouutain lake
ten miles from Ban Francisco. 1n {ffteen
minutes every drop of water in the

ol was consumed, and the committes

Haﬂnf been fully aequitted
by two tribupals of the law, I thiok this final
appeal to my fellow-men throughout the State,
and ask them confidently not (o reverse the
judgment already pronounced.”

THE WAR FESTIVAL AT BERLIN.

Programmeo of Arrn:rr-.lh—l an
and Historionl Pageant, puapd
Berin (May 81) Qorrespondence London T¥mas,
Military and municipal preparations for the
entry of the army futo Berlin are In fall pro-
gress.  The troops detalled for this triumphal
procession are the Prussian Guards, some Bouth-
eru detachments, and five out of every regiment
tbat has part In the campalgn. The
troops will be guortered in the towns and vil-
lages near Berhio, and make their firat appear-
ance in the capital only on the fesial day. At
thelr bead the Emperor will have the
satisfaction of passing the gate and ridiog
down the Via Trinmpballa, to be con-
structed in honor of the oceoasion. All
the way, from the Tempelbol Feld to
tbe Palace they will pass between two rows of
cannon taken from the enemy, and varied here
snd there by gigantie trophies, composed of
gun-barrels and flags, No Jess than 2000 pleces
have been placed at the disposal of the muniel-
al aunthorities for this pu . A perlect
orest of French standards and eagles will pre-
cede the vietornious army, in addision to which
mauy of the enemy's colors will be carrled be-
fore the regiments which have taken them. At
the Brandenburg gate, with its famous portal,
the Emperor and the returning warriors
will be recelved by civie deputations, and—
more Germanico—by 100 young ladies in white,
strewing flowers and distributing laurel wreathe.
Within the gate, in the Pariser Platz —so called
after the first capture in 18518 —platforms will be
erected for the accommodation of no less than
13,600 persons. Other platforms are to he placed
In the Ascanische Platz, in the Waterloo Quay,
and in divers localities. If present intentions
are adbered to, the equestrian statne of his Ma-
jesty’s father will be ipaugurated on June 17,
the day after the entry, the 15th belng setl apart
for the thankegiving in the churches.

In and out of Germany the revival of the em-
pire continues te elicit demoustrations of joy
apd gratified pride on the part of her patriotic
sons. Oaks are being planted in commemoration
of the event. Busts of the leading statesmen are
put up, and swords presented te the most dis-
uinguiehed among the many distin d gene-
rals of the war. At the same time the most
heterogeneous presents are pouring in upon
Blsmarck, Moltke, Werder, and their associates
in the great war. The quaintness of these gifta
in many instances proves the deep impression
made even upon slmple eountry folk. A re-
nowned poet composes au epic expreesly for the
perusal of the Emperor. A couautry equirein Frisia
confers upon the leading stalesman of the age a
wagon load of hams, all vouched to be cared on
his own estate. To Moltke comes a hogshead
of eau-de-cologne from au enthusiastic admirer
on the banks of the Rhine, and, if I am not
mistaken, an extravagant Pomeranian has gone
the length of sending a barrel of herrings to
some other worthy in token of his grateful
recognition of his deserts. That addresses have
1ot yet entirely subsided is a matter of course in
this vocal age. Only the other day the Munich
Town Council sent & long telegram to the Em-
gzor informing him that an Imperial oak has

n solemnly planted In their capital. The
Germans in New York have once more offered
their congratulations to the Berlin Parllament,
accompanied by assurances of thelr endaring
sympathy with the land of thelr birth. Other
communieations of a similar character are con-
stantly arriving, and naturally elicit replies in
the eame strain. The Emperor's answer to the
Munich Town Council was erpecially gracious,
thanking them in the warmest terms for “'cele-
hrutlnf In 8o suggestive a manner the relostitu-
tion of the empire in the capital of one of the
strongest of 118 component States.”

Davenport was sent for,
and & conversation occu between him and
Wall, which resulted In the agreement of
Davenport to take back the stove.

Bubsequently, Davenport called on Wall near
his office, and sald that he had determined nol
to take back the stove. Wall saw Mrs. Wright
alterwards and advised her to see the Secretar
of the about the matter,which she did,
in compavy with another woman, snd a stormy
Interview occurred on the same occasion be-
tween her and Davenport, who had been sent
for as before.

Davenport, yesterday aftérnoon, walied into
the office of Justice of the Peace Wall, and,
drawing a seven-shooter, fired two shets al him,
one of which took efféect in Lhe abdomen about
an inch apd a half to the right of and just below
the navel, The partles in the office at the time
immediately knocked Davenport down, cutting
him veverely, and he was taken to the siation-
houge uear st hand and locked up.
